FOR THE 18 assemblymen
and 9 senators who have not
missed a day of the session
between Nov, 6 and Dec. 5,
the per diems — which are
paid also for three-day week-
ends, amounted to a total of
$750.
The poorest day's attend-
ance, as might be expected,
was Nov 26, the Sunday after
Thanksgiving. The Legisla-
ture recessed for the holiday
weekend Wednesday. How-
ever, under the constitution,
the Legislature cannot recess
for more than three days
without a concurrent resolu-
tion adopted by both houses
And such a resolution for a
recess—as was held for about
10 days last Easter—shuts off
the $25 per day per diem.

Sunday evening after
Thanksgiving, 56 of the 80
assemblymen and 24 of the
40 senators were on hand to
answer the roll call. How-
ever, 12 senators and five as-
semblymen were granted
leaves for the day on legisla-
tive business. This had the ef-
fect of providing them the per
diems for Thursday, “riday,
Saturday and Sunday, even
though they didn’t answer the
Sunday roll call.
